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Drive for summer electric bill relief gains support

The city councils of Ontario, Upland and Chino followed 
Montclair’s lead Tuesday night, throwing their support behind a plan 
to lower local summer electric bills. 

They all approved resolutions asking the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion to have Southern California Edison Co. use a different billing 
system for the West End during summer's ‘‘peak use’’ periods. 

The resolution had no trouble getting through any of the councils 
Tuesday, passing quickly and with almost no discussion. 


Montclair council members approved the resolution Feb. 1 and 
proponents of the measure are hoping to get approval from Rancho 
Cucamonga before taking their request to the PUC. 


Under Edison’s current billing structure, local residents can’t get 
a special lifeline rate on electricity they use for air con- 
ditioning. The rate takes the form of an allocation of extra electrici- 
ty at a reduced cost. 

Lifeline rates are offered only to residents in desert regions, such 


as Palm Springs, where air conditioning is considered necessary to 
public health and safety. 

The San Bernardino area zone (Region H), ‘which stops at Etiwan- 
da Avenue in Rancho Cucamonga, has the lifeline designation, 
Montclair officials were told earlier this month. 


They were also told that despite the fact that West End summer 
heat and smog is as devastating as San Bernardino’s, the local 
region, stretching from Etiwanda Avenue to Mills Avenue in 
Montclair, is in a ‘‘coastal region’’ which makes it ineligible for 
lifeline rates. 


‘This omission becomes critical during summer months when the 
hot weather leads to large expenditures for electricity which is a 
financial burden to most senior citizens,’’ Ontario Senior Ad- 
ministrative Assistant Mike O’Connor wrote in a Feb. 10 memo to 
City Manager Roger Hughbanks. 


The cities plan to ask the PUC to have Edison transfer the West 
End from Region C to Region H, making it eligible for lifeline rates. 
“If the lifeline allocations are extended, it would benefit all West 


End residents, especially the elderly and those with respiratory 
problems. I think it makes good sense,’’ Upland City Manager Lee 
Travers said Tuesday. 

The idea actually originated with a group of Montclair residents, 
who felt they were being victimized by an unfair billing practice. 
They took their complaints to city and Edison officials and worked 
with them to attempt changing the current billing structure. 

The resolution being circulated to West End cities for approval 
notes that ‘‘daytime temperatures reach an average of 100 degrees 
during the summer months in the West End of San Bernardino Coun- 
ty; and ... severe smog conditions can and do occur as Stage 1 and 
Stage 2 air pollution episodes May through October... thus en- 
dangering the health and welfare of many of the citizens of, the West 
End.” 

It also states that ‘‘in order to protect the health and welfare of the 
citizens of the West End — particularly the elderly and those with 
respiratory diseases — it is necessary to operate mechanical air 
conditioning equipment to obtain a more healthful environment in- 
doors.” 


Los Olivos programs hit 
hard by CETA cutbacks

President Reagan’s slashing of 
the federal budget has caused reper- 
cussions all over the country, but 
perhaps no local agency was shaken 
a@s much as the staff at Los Olivos in 
Upland. 

His decision to terminate a 
federal job-training program will 
result m the loss of nearly one-third 
of the staff at the housing project for 
tow-income families. 

“I don’t really know what we're 
os to do,’ said Xenia ‘‘Sam”’ 

. executive director for the 
Upland Housing Authority which ad- 
ministrates the project: 

“We just finished rennovating the 
commuanity center in December. 
and planned the official grand open- 
ing for March 13. Now. it looks like 
we'll lose the whole staff for the 
center by March 31.” 

Eight members of the agency’s 
staff of 25 are.employed through the 
Comprehensive Employment © and 
Training Act, a federal program 
designed to train low-income un- 
employed people. 

The Reagan Administration plans 
to freeze all hiring for the program 
immediately, and cut all federal 
funds by Sept. 30. 


Szabo was told by the Community 
Services Department in San Bernar- 
dino this would mean she would lose 
all her CETA personnel by March 
31, although she said there is still 
some confusion about the actual 
date 

Lyn Gaumer, modernization coor- 
dinator for the housing authority, 
runs the Los Olivos Community 
Center. She is excited by the opper- 
tunities the facility offers which was 
recently expanded to include a gym- 
nasium and day care facilities, as 
well as a lube pit, handball court and 
other recreational amenities for the 
project's 98 families. 

But she stands to lose her entire 
staff of five employees, all CETA 
workers. 

‘We already cut them all back to 
part-time when we first heard about 
the cuts,’’ said Gaumer. Four of the 
workers are residents of Los Olivos, 
and all had been working full-time 
since their employment last spring. 
Their hours were reduced Feb. 1 in 
hopes of making the money last until 
the end of their 18-month program in 
September. 

“I’ve already lost all my 
programs in the morning,” said

Chaffey High District 
losing contingency fund

Bad news was plentiful Tuesday 
night as budget projections were 
presented to trustees of the Chaffey 

Having spent more than it has 
taken in during the past five school 
years, the district faces an even 
bigger problem next year when its 
contingency fund is expected to 
vanish. 

This year’s contingency fund of 
$642.000 will.be eaten up by $860,000 
in additional expenses not covered 
by additional income, business di- 
rector Russ Dickinson said. That 
$860,000 in additional expenses will 
have to be reduced, he added, be- 
cause the district cannot spend 
more money than it has access to. 

In the past, the district has drawn 
on the contingency fund to make up 
for ‘‘overspending’’ but next year, 
Dickinson said, it will not have that 
luxury. 

Despite the bad news, neither the 
board nor Superintendent Mike 
Dirksen indicated that layoff notices 
would be sent to teachers by March 
15 — the date by which permanent 
instructors must legally be notified 
if they are not to be rehired the fol- 
lowing year. 


Dirksen expressed hope that 
enough teachers and classified em- 


ployees will retire to make up for 
the proiected deficits. 

In the past five years the district 
has cut its contingency fund by near-

There are two men who supervise

“We're also going to lose a lot of 
administrative money,’ said Szabo. 
“That covers the costs for phone 
bills, supplies, mileage — a total of 
7.5 percent of the total budget.”’ 

She stressed that the.community 
center is open not only to residents 
of Los Qlivos, but to the entire 
neighborhood as well. ‘‘We have 
several outside groups who use the 
center — including a couple of Bible 
study groups and people who teach 
English as a second language. | 
think, outside of the high school, 
that this is now one of the largest 
recreational facilities in the city.” 

Gaumer and Szabo are waiting to 


. hear the official word of what the 


new policy means, but are already 
contacting local service 
organizations for help and in- 
vestigating the possibility of setting 
up a volunteer program. 

“I'd been wanting to get people 
from all over Upland involved, 
anyway,’ said Gaumer. “We need 
everything — people to volunteer 
their time, their money, their 
materials 

‘We're going to need lots of 
help.’

Uplander enjoys real-life dream voyage 


Eight months ago Upland attorney 
Tom Moga set sail on a round-the- 
world cruise after selling nearly 
everything he owned to finance the 
voyage. 

Neither he nor his five-man crew 
had extensive experience, choosing 
instead to hone their skills while 
aboard the 42-foot schooner, the 
Iwalani. 

Not everyone can shelve a career 
for the voyage like Moga did, and his 
willing deck hands stay as long as 
they can until jobs call them back 
home and they are replaced by other 
volunteers. 

“So far, it’s just been great 
Sailing,”’ said Moga in a letter sent 
from New Zealand. ‘‘Of the original 
crew of six, I am the only remaining 
member. The others have returned 
to the U.S. for various reasons. 

‘We find crew as we sail along.” 

The Jwalani is presently in 


Australia, and the list of lands 
visited reads like a travel brochure. 
Moga is in no hurry, and if he finds a 
place he likes he may just stay for a 
while. 

He spent more than two months in 
Hawaii, another two months in Fiji 
and at least a month each in Pago 
Pago and New Zealand. 

Moga’s dream voyage began in 
November 1979, when he joined 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie and 
some friends on a 10-day cruise in 
the Carribean. 

Bitten by the bug, he worked on 
his sailing skills and began planning 
the round-the-world voyage. Moga 
was spurred on not only by t the 


romance and challenge of the trip,” 


but had been jarred into taking a 
different look at his life when at the 
age of 34 he suffered a massive 
heart attack. He decided it was time 
to live out some of his dreams. 


When he first set sail June 21, 
Moga headed a crew of five men and 
one woman. 

Lisa Valvo, 22, a Pomona 
waitress, said she never felt 
particularly uncomfortable about 
being the only woman on board. 

“‘We were all treated pretty much 
as equals while we were sailing,”’ 
she said. ‘‘The only time I really got 
lonely was on night shifts.” 

Valvo joined Moga’s lead, and sold 
nearly everything she owned to 
make the trip. 

“A car, furniture, clothes — 
anything people would pay for,’’ she 
recalled. ‘“‘And I’m glad I did it.”’ 

Although she enjoyed her leg of 
the journey, which lasted to Hawaii, 
it was not all pleasant for Valvo. She 
said she was seasick most of the 
time — which cut down on the 
enjoyment level somewhat. 

“T really didn’t feel out of place 


though, until we got on land,” she 
said. “All of a sudden (the other 
crew members) expected me to do 
womanly sort of things, like clean 
the boat.” 

John Todd, a Pomona funeral 
director, stayed with Moga through 
New Zealand. 

“We keep in touch through a 
fellow in Claremont who has a ham 
radio,’ said Todd. ‘‘We don’t hear 
from Tom too often, though.” 

He said one of the new crew 
members picked up in American 
Samoa was a feisty gentleman 
whose boat was wrecked on a reef in 
the Cook Islands. Lee Warbington 
celebrated his 60th birthday on 
board the Iwalani, after sailing 
alone from Seattle. 

The Iwalani even distinguished 
herself by coming in ninth out of 35 
ships entered in a race in New 
Zealand. Never one to take a 


challenge too seriously, Moga is 
shown with a ‘‘crew’’ of 28 — mostly 
female — sailors in a picture 
featured in the local paper. 

After fixing a broken steering 
cable and a few torn sails, the crew 
found themselves with a lot of free 
time. 

‘We ate a lot of sunflower seeds, 
drank beer and talked,” said Valvo. 
“Then once we started getting close 
to land, someone started drawing 
pictures of all our favorite foods.”’ 

Moga will be joined in Australia 
by his friend McVittie, former law 
partner Jeff Trudgeon and Russ 
Franz of Upland. 

He is tentatively planning on 
coming back to the West End for the 
summer months before continuing 
the voyage. 

“The vessel should return to 
California in about 2 or 3 years,” 
said Moga in his letter. 


West End cities support park money distribution

Action by the Ontario, Upland, Montclair and Chino 
city councils last week may provide more parks to local 
cities and less in unincorporated areas. 

All three city councils agreed some $3 million in park 
development funds the county expects to receive from 
the state should be distributed to cities based on their 
population. 

The formula, negotiated by all cities in the county, 
would give every city $3.37 per capita using 1980 census 

The Rancho Cucamonga City Council is expected to ap- 
prove the same formula at its regular meeting Thursday 
night, according to reports. 

First proposed by the city of Victorville, the joint rec- 
te 4 


ommendation from all cities will be forwarded to a coun- 


ty review committee and county Regional Parks © 


Director Gary Patton. 

“It is hoped this will persuade the county not to grab a 
share of the monies for the regional park system, as has 
been done in the past,”’ a staff report in Montclair stated. 

A final decision rests with the Board of Supervisors. 
But there is a catch, or as one official put it, ‘‘cities hold 
a trump car 

The county ‘will receive no state money unless 50 per- 
cent of the cities, representing 50 percent of the popula- 
tion, agree on a formula. 


Under the proposed formula, Ontario would get $295,- 


886 for its 87,800 people; Rancho Cucamonga would get 
$184,366 for its 54,708 people; Upland would get $158,636 
for its 47,073 people; Chino would get $134, 6 for its 40,- 


018 people; and Montclair would get $76,020 for its 22,558 
people. 

The issue has turned into something of a battle be- 
tween city and county governments over park funds, if 
staff reports are any indication. 

The California Parklands Act of 1980, Proposition 1 on 
last November’s ballot, authorized $85 million in state 
grants. San Bernardino County expects to get $2,957,490, 
reports indicate. 

Proposition 1 is the last in a series of four bills related 
to park development that have been approved by state 
voters since 1964. 

As in past years, the county first proposed a split — 
which allows it to keep 30 percent of the park funds and 
give 70 percent to cities. 

‘Previous bond issues have ended up with negotiated

percentages between the cities and the county, which 
had very little logic to them,”’ said Dennis Wilkins, Onta- 
rio assistant city manager. 


Many city officials seemed to share the feeling Tues- 
day night that there is a greater need for parks in city 
limits than county areas. 


In previous years, there were larger unincorporated 
areas that needed park facilties and services from the 
county. However, that is not the case today, according to 
Montclair city officials. 


‘With the sagging economy and the rising price of gas- 
oline and transportation, extended trips to (county) 
parks and recreational areas are becoming fewer and 
further between,” said Randy Johnsen, Montclair assis- 
tant city administrator. 
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YMCArdiac Therapy

Heart patients know they need ex- 
ercise but many find it difficult to 
develop a regular regime to build 
cardiovascular fitness. 

To help these patients, YMCAr- 
diac Therapy is being launched at 
the West End YMCA as a program 
of medically prescribed and super- 
vised evaluation, therapeutic exer- 
cise and education for coronary 
patients. 

Robert Kirshbaum, M.D., a local 
heart specialist, was instrumental 
in bringing this YMCA program to 
the West End. Working with him has 
been Trudi Wicke, a registered 
nurse with training in coronary 
care 

Before offering the program to 
local patients, the organizers 
studied the YMCArdiac programs in 
the three pilot programs. They have 
been conducted during the past 10 
years at Palo Alto, in Portland, 
Ore., and at the West Side Y in Los 
Angeles. 

Mrs. Wicke traveled to Palo Alto 
to observe the program there and 
returned to the West End armed 
with information and background. 

Special exercise bicycles were 
ordered and letters sent to all 
physicians in the area explaining the 
program. Then the referral process 
began. 

Now the medical team is ready to 
begin the cardiovascular fitness 
program as soon as enough heart 
patients have gone through the 
preliminary evaluation and had the 
necessary tests. 


‘Patients have to have referral 
(from their own physician), a stress 
test and blood work in order to take 
part,’’ Mrs. Wicke said. 

“We can’t give an exercise 
prescription without knowing what 
the heart is doing.” 

Dr. Kirshbaum stressed that the 


Heart patients are checked out 
when they take part in YMCArdiac 
Therapy at the West End YMCA in 


Y program is not a substitute for the 
in-hospital programs available at 
several local medical facilities, but 
is designed to help patients who 
have graduated from such 
programs 

‘We basically will attempt to take 
low-risk patients, while in-hospital

Cramer wants 
Senate to OK 


court appointees 


Local Assemblyman Jim Cramer has introduced a con- 
stitutional amendment to require state Senate confirma- 
tion of nominees to the'Supreme Court and District 
Courts of Appeal. 

The amendment, ACA 28, would repeal the current 
system under which the governor’s appointments to 
these courts are confirmed by the Commission on 
Judicial Appointments. 

Confirmation would take a two-thirds vote of the 
Senate. 

Cramer, D-65th District, called for the Senate confir- 
mation during his campaign for the Assembly seat last 
year with the goal of bringing the judicial appointments 
more in line with the views of the public. 

ACA 28 would have to get a two-thirds vote of both the 
Assembly and Senate and then a majority from voters in 
a statewide election. 

Cramer said last week, ‘‘The California system of 
ratifying high-court appointees by commission was dis- 
cussed and rejected by the founding fathers at the 
Constitutional Convention almost 200 years ago 


‘Indeed, James Madison, in Federalist No. 76, 
specifically addressed the question of ratification of 
high-court appointees by commission, which was the 
method used in New York in those days, and criticized 
that system for being semi-private and requiring only 
two votes out of three people.” 


The Commission on Judicial Appointments consists of 
the chie justice, attorney general and the presiding 
justice of the District Court of Appeal of the district 
affected for selection of appellate justices. For nominees 
to the Supreme Court, the appeal justice sitting on the 
commission is the presiding justice who has served the 
longest on any District Court of Appeal. 


Referring to recent remarks by U.S. Chief Justice 
Warren Burger and a Los Angeles Times poll showing 
the public blames the courts most for the rising crime 
rate, Cramer said, ‘‘It is essential that our court system 
has the confidence of the public, for this is the basis of its 
authority.”’ 


Cramer added, ‘‘I want to make it clear that this 
legislation should in no way be construed as an attack on 
the appellate courts of California. Rather, it is a method 
whereby the people, through a representative body, can 
be assured of the merit of those appointed to those 
courts, and the public will can be expressed.” 


The Supreme Court has a chief justice and six other 
justices. There are five District Courts of Appeal, three 
of them with more than one division. Each division has 
three to five justices. 


Cramer noted that his constitutional amendement 
would not change the requirement that appellate justices 
stand periodically for election once in office

These are just a few of the sixth grade students who 
were attending Lincoln School in Ontario in 1932 when 
the class of Laura E. Stroud made a pink and white quilt.

Effective March 1, most riders of 
public transportation facilities 
operated by Omnitrans will pay 
higher fares.

Local agricultural 
officials alert for fruit 


fly infestation 


By DON GREEN 
Staff Writer 

Although no local cases have been 
reported, San Bernardino County 
agricultural officials are keeping 
alert for any signs of the 
Mediterranean fruit fly 

‘““Medflies,”” as they are known, 
are currently being fought in Santa 
Clara County and part of Alameda 
County 

“That infestation in Santa Clara 
County is an extremely important 
one,’’ said Gene Harper, assistant 
county agricultural commissioner 


If the infestation is not confined 
and eradicated, the Medfly could 
turn into a very costly pest around 
the state for California’s 
multibillion-dollar agricultural 
industry, Harper said 

The adult Medfly is described as 
being a little smaller than the 
common housefly. It has reddish 
blue eyes, transparent wings with 
brown or black markings and 
yellow-white bands across its shiny 
black body. Its abdomen is yellowish 
with two silver crossbands 

The female can lay her eggs in a 
variety of fruits, vegetables and 
nuts. The eggs hatch into larvae or 
maggots within days and destroy the 
produce they feed upon. 

The county Agricultural 
Department is asking anyone who 
has fruit grown in the Santa Clara 


meeting in the San Bernardino 
Convention Center. 

The action, taken after the board 
conducted a public hearing, was 
aimed at producing enough revenue 
from the county’s transportation 
operations to meet state 
requirements.

These proposals include: 

—Cuts in fixed-route service 
during such non-productive hours as 
early mornings, late evenings and 
middays. 

— The possibility of eliminating 
certain non-productive -dial-a-ride 
service and designating, dial-a-lift 
for the exclusive use of the elderly 
and handicapped. 

— Elimination of all fixed-route 
and dial-a-ride service on Sunday.

Maude Hull is 83, a widow who lives alone in a srnall 
rented house on the outskirts of Ontario. She lives off her 
monthly Social Security check and a pension from the 
Veterans’ Administration. 

Healthy and strong despite her years, she kept house 
(even mowing her own lawn), visited relatives frequent- 
ly and spent part of nearly every day as a foster grand- 
parent at Lanterman State Hospital in Pomona. 

On Feb. 1, something happened to disturb Mrs. Hull’s 
world. 

Two men and a 16-year-old girl forced their way into 
Mrs. Hull’s home that night and pistol-whipped and beat 
her, demanding her money. She refused to tell them 
where her money was and they finally left after ran- 
sacking her bedroom. 

Bloody and battered. she dragged herself to her

nephew's house down the street and sheriff's deputies 
were notified. 

Mrs. Hull had recognized one of her alleged attackers 
— he used to live nearby and had mowed her lawn once 
og twice. Using this information, deputies arrested the 
suspect and his alleged accomplices. 

Mrs. Hull has recovered from most of her injuries, ex- 
cept for a gash on her left forearm and a broken toe. She 
says she was barefoot during the attack and someone 
must have stepped on her toe. 

‘Look at this house — they should have known they 
couldn’t make a big haul here. I got no big color TV or 
anything,’ she said, shaking her head. | 

She said the robbers took a $20 bill she had in a wooden 
box in her bedroom, a watch that was a gift from her late 
husband and a cameo necklace. None of that property 
has been recovered. 

The robbery occurred on the first of the month, the day 


Mrs. Hull gets her veterans’ check. She said she had 
cashed it but had hidden the money. 

“‘T hide it so well sometimes I can’t find it. They sure 
couldn't,” she said. 

She said she told them she had no money. “‘A few times 
I felt I couldn’t take it (while they were hitting her) and I 
was going to give them what I had. But that would have 
been like committing suicide. They wouldn't leave me 
alive so I could identify them to the police. They'd turn 
around and shoot me.”’ 

The neighborhood Mrs. Hull lives in is not a good one. 
It is in unincorporated county territory and is a mixture 
of residential and commercial buildings. Her house is old 
and in poor condition. In one room, the ceiling hangs in 
strips. The kitchen tiles are warped and stick up from the 
floor. 

The house is neat and pleasant, however, as is Mrs. 
Hull. A slight woman with snow-white hair, she wears a

red and white striped dress with a wide white collar. She 
is friendly and open and her voice has just a hint of her 
native Tennessee. r 
“She was an easy target, as most elderly people are, 
said sheriff's Detective Lester Breeden, who is in- 
vestigating the case. ‘‘It turned out two of them used to 
mow her lawn and thought she had money, knew she was 
alone and old and didn’t think she could identify them.” 
Mrs. Hull says she was not afraid during the beating. 
“Tf I was I didn’t think about it. When I die, it’s not going 
to be from fright, anyhow.” 
The old lady actually fought her attackers off, said 
Breeden. ‘‘Stie grabbed the rifle and fought them. She 
ut up a good fight.” 
f Mrs. Hull gives this account of the crime: She had gone 
to bed early, about 8:30 p.m. As is her custom, she 
propped up some pillows and began to read.

us if you don’t want your head blown off.””’ 

When Mrs. Hull protested that she didn’t have any 
money, the girl slammed her in the ribs with the gun 
butt, then reversed it ‘‘and gave me a lick across the 
face.”’ 

Mrs. Hull says now that the events seem like a dream. 
‘‘The sheriffs were asking me to describe what color hair 
or eyes they had. At that time I didn’t even know they 
HAD hair or eyes.’ 

Breeden said Mrs. Hull’s former gardeners confessed 
to the robbery and led them to the other suspects. 
Arrested were Wayne Shirey, 21, Eric Burnett, 18, 
Wayne Curtis Thomason, 19, 1433 W. B St., No. 14, On- 
tario, a 16-year-old Ontario girl and a 17-year-old Rancho 
Cucamonga girl. 

Shirey and Burnett — the former gardeners — had 
been staying with Burnett’s sister in Riverside and had 
been kicked out the day before the alleged attack, 


Breeden said. 

Thomasen and the 17-year-old girl were allegedly 
waiting outside in a car during the robbery. 

Mrs. Hull hopes her toe will heal soon so she can return 
to her foster grandparent work. ‘‘I miss those kids like 
they belong to me.”’ 

She’s used to fending for herself. She grew up on a 
Memphis, Tenn., farm and at 18 taught school in a one- 
room schoolhouse. She married at 23 and her husband 


died of tetanus 10 years later. She never remarried, rais- 
ing her infant daughter on her own. 

Her three sisters moved to California, so she followed. 
Her daughter lives in Ontario and her grandchildren live 
nearby. 

After the beating, Mrs. Hull was treated at San An- 
tonio Community Hospital and released. She never sees 
doctors, she said. ‘‘I go five, six years without seeing 
one.

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Making ends meet: homeowner dilemma 


How to conserve energy, save dollars 


By LINDA BERGSTEDT 

Rising energy costs add to the 
dilemma as homemakers try to cope 
with inflation and make ends meet 
on the household budget. 

But there are ways a homemaker 
can conserve use of energy and thus 
save dollars. 

Mary Marshall, home economist 
for San Bernardino County, through 
the Agricultural Cooperative Exten- 
sion, UC, has some energy-saving 
tips to share 

‘What is the easiest and least ex- 
pensive way to reduce the utility 
bill?’* she asked. Did you know that 
50 percent of the energy purchased 
for the home is spent on keeping it 
warm or cool? 

To reduce that cost, we've all 





‘“‘When you figure 1 degree 
Fahrenheit lower on the thermostat 
for heating saves 3 to 4 percent, a 
temperature change from 78 
degrees to 70 degrees can reduce the 
bill one-third,’ she said. 

“Focusing on the heating of space 
provides the greatest savings.’’ 

Many things can contribute to 
heat escaping from the home, such 
as open chimney damper in the 
fireplace, doors and windows that 
don’t fit securely. 

Do you have a gap of one-fourth 
inch at the bottom of a 36-inch door? 
If so, that is equal to a 3-inch square 
hole, and a lot of heat can escape 
through that crack in 24 hours. Seal- 
ing cracks and gaps can save you as 
much as 10 to 30 percent each year. 


draperies, shades and blinds can 
reduce the heat loss in varying 
amounts,’’ Mrs. Marshall said. 

“The most heat can be saved 
when the window glass is covered in 
such a way that warm air in the 
room doesn’t reach the cold glass,”’ 
she continued. ‘‘Install roller blinds, 
Roman shades or interior shutters 
inside the window frame with about 
1-inch between the covering and the 
glass to create a pocket of ‘dead 
air’,”’ she suggested. 

Cornices, with closed top and ends 
installed over windows, keep the 
warm ceiling air from moving 
downward over the cold window 
glass. Instead, the air passes in 
front of the drapes with less heat 
loss. The tighter the drapery seals 


economist said, and help reduce the 
consumption of heating fuel from 5 
to 13 percent. 

One other way to conserve heating 
fuel is to turn down the thermostat 
or turn off the heat at night and 
sleep under an electric blanket. 

“On a winter day, a 1,500-square- 
foot house typically consumes seven 
therms of gas or about five gallons 
of oil for space heating,” Mrs. 
Marshall pointed out. ‘‘An electric 
blanket placed under a regular 
blanket runs at about 50 watts over- 
hight or uses about one-twentieth of 
a gallon of oil. 

Right behind space heat and air 
conditioning in the use of energy for 
the home is hot water, which ac- 
counts for about 15 percent of all 


Letting sediment build up in the 
bottom of the water heater lowers 
the heater’s efficiency and wastes 
energy. Once a month, flush the 
sediment out by drawing several 
buckets of water from the tank 
through the water heater drain 
faucet,’’ she suggested. 

If you don’t have a disherwasher, 
a 120 degree F setting can provide 
adequate hot water for most 
families, she added. Turn down or 
turn off the water heater when no 
one is at home for several days. 

As for boiling water, the home 
economist said it takes four times 
the energy to boil two cups of water 
on top of the stove as it does in an 
electric kettle, hot pot or beverage 
maker.

Abuses continue, crusader says

When the state Assembly late last month ended widely 


4 criticized practices of ‘‘ghost voting’’ and vote 


Switching, much of the credit was given to one man, Paul 


4 Morrell. 


However, for Morrell, the crusade continues. 

Through a mistake in geography, the retired Navy 
warrant officer recently phoned The Daily Report. 

Morrell was anxious to issue a rebuttal to a statement 
by Assemblyman Bill Leonard, R-67th District. Informed 
that Leonard represented a district east of here, Morrell 
nonetheless paused long enough to explain his initiative 
drive, Operation Vote Switch. 

As for the recent Assembly vote “‘abolishing”’ the prac- 
tices Morrell opposes, his message in a nutshell was: 

“You are being had.’”’ 

Morrell wants to ban the Assembly voting practices 
through an amendment to the state constitution. The 
initiative needs some 550,000 valid signatures to be plac- 
ed on a statewide ballot in June 1982. 

Morrell, who is running the campaign out of his home 
in Dixon, @ants to permanently outlaw four Assembly 
voting practices. They are: 

— Ghost voting: The practice whereby an Assembly 
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proper serving temperature

— Vote switching: A procedure allowing an Assembly 
member to switch his vote if the change did not affect 
the final outcome. 

— Add-on voting: A rule permitting Assembly 
members who answered the initial roll call but missed 
votes later in the day to have their votes recorded, if the 
added votes do not change the outcome. 

— The fourth target would tighten the requirement 
that a quorum be present before an Assembly committee 
votes on a bill. 

The Assembly addressed the practices in a resolution 
adopted Jan. 29. 

However, the Assembly did not go nearly far enough to 
satisfy Morrell, who peppered his remarks with a few ex- 
pletives and asked the reporter to ‘‘excuse my Navy 
language.’’ 

Assemblyman Lou Papan, D-Millbrae, chairman of the 
Rules Committee, authored the resolution. 

Doug Kim, principal assistant to the Rules Committee, 
said in an interview the criticized practices had been 
“‘firmly prohibited” by the Assembly action. 

In the past, the Assembly permitted add-on voting, for 
example, by suspending the Assembly rules, he said. 
Kim said that now add-on voting would be allowed only

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by a specific vote of the Assembly to allow add-ons 
through unanimous consent suspending the rules or 
approval of two-thirds of the legislators present. 

The possibility of either happening is ‘‘nihl,”’ he added. 

Kim said any reversion to ghost voting or vote 
switching must now have to be done “‘out in the open.”’ 
The practices cannot continue through gentlemen’s 
agreement or simply suspending the rules, he said. 

Some legislators expressed concern that the rule 
changes would force them to leave important committee 
hearings for floor votes. 

Kim said that even vote switching has a legitimate 
rationale, noting that it allows supporters of legislation 
to serve on two-house conference committees when the 
Assembly and Senate versions of bills differ. Only op- 
ponents of legislation in the Assembly can serve on these 
committees, he said. 

Not so, said Dean Miller, legal counsel for Operation 
Vote Switch. An assemblyman wanting to serve on 
conference committees could simply abstain from 
voting. 

Morrell stressed that the Assembly has ignored its own 
allowed abuses to continue for years. Vote switching, for 
example, gave legislators an opportunity to vote one 
way before the outcome was known.

Chaffey High students improve scores

Students in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School 
District fared much better 
than last year when taking 
competency exams, a re- 
port from the district's in- 
structional office shows. 

Results of this year’s ex- 
ams show that 84 percent of 
this year’s seniors have 
passed all four competen- 
cies. The remaining 16 per- 
cent have another chance to 
pass the exams before 
school ends. 

Students who do not pass 
the state-mandated compe- 
tencies cannot graduate. 

Reporting to trustees this 
week, instructional director 
Robert Erickson said ju- 
niors are also faring well 
with the exams. 

Last year’s results were 


much different. however 
At that time 36 percent of 
the class of 1981 had either 
failed or not taken the ma- 
thematics competency 
which is considered the 
most difficult of the four 
tests. 
reading-study skills, objec- 
tive writing and writing 
sample 

The math competency is 
still the biggest stumbling 
block for the senior class, 
according to the report, but 
this year the failure rate 
has dropped to 12 percent. 

Results show seniors 
have passed the reading- 
study test by a 95 percent 
margin, the objective writ- 
ing by 95 percent and the 
writing sample by 91 per- 
cent 

Seventy-six percent of the 
junior class has passed the 


Other tests include — 


math competency, 89 per- 
cent has passed the reading 
study test, 91 percent has 
passed the objective writing 
and 77 percent has passed 
the writing sample. 


On a school-by-school ba- 
sis, 87 percent of the senior 
class has passed all exams 
at Alta Loma High, 86 per- 
cent .at Chaffey High, 79 
percent at Montclair High, 
77 percent at Ontario High 
and 84 percent at Upland 
High. 


Thirty-six percent of the 
senior class at Mountain Al- 
ternative High School has 
passed all the exams while 
77 percent at Valley View 
High School have attained 
the same plateau. 


The results show that 372 
of 2,262 seniors could still 


miss graduation because 
they have not passed the 
exam.

U.S. has 
Japan beat 


in weddings

The Japanese are whipping us in the auto, TV set, steel 
and stereo manufacturing industries. They’re 
threatening to whip us in semiconductors and computers. 
But we are getting some of our money back in another 
market: marriages. 

Of course, their economic savvy is the reason for the 
phenomenon. 

Young Japanese couples have figured that if they get 
married in San Francisco instead of Japan, their nuptials 
are blessed with a triple economic leverage factor: 

1. The marriage ceremony is cheaper because of the 
yen-dollar conversion advantage. 

2. It’s also cheaper because few of their relatives can 
make the trip here to attend. 

3. The honeymoon, taken in the Western United States, 
is cheaper, because of the aforementioned exchange rate 
trade-off. ; 

“The Japanese couple can save about $10,000 by having 
the ceremony here,” said Hiro Sagawa, western 
regional manager of Japan Travel Bureau International, 
which handles about one-sixth of the travel between 
Japan and the United States. 

Last year, his company handled the details for 70 
Japanese couples who tied the knot here rather than in 
Japan. He figures that as many as 300 Japanese couples 
might have married here in total. 

He concedes there may be disadvantages: For 
example, if the parents of the bride or groom come to the 
United States for the ceremony, ‘“You might have your 
in-laws accompanying you on the honeymoon, which 
might not be so much fun.”’ 

But the economic advantages should outweigh such 
potential inconveniences. In making all kinds of 
purchases, once the yen has been converted to dollars, 
“Prices are 50 to 60 percent lower in the United States 
for the Japanese,’”’ said the San Francisco - based 
Sagawa. 

This is why Japanese tourists normally take back so 
many items when they return home. (They have a $500 
tax-free limit on most items.) Favorite purchases are 
steaks, beef jerky, chocolates, fruits ‘‘and all kinds of 
designer clothes and shoes — Gucci and so forth, and 
anything cowboy - related,” said Sagawa.

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Woman veterinarian has way to defeat hiring bias

‘This is like trying to drive an apartment building,”’ 
muttered Nancy Collins as she backed the huge red van 


out of her driveway. 


The custom-equipped vehicle may be clumsy, but it 
plays an integral role in Collins’ job as a large animal 
veterinarian who specializes in horses. The van is her 
traveling office, complete with rows of cabinets, a small 
sink and refrigerator and even a credit card machine. 

“Actually, other vets sometimes have problems when 
they drive a pickup or something else that obviosly 
belongs to a doctor,’ she said, turning north. ‘“‘People 
tend to break in and steal the drugs.”’ 

The slight, 29-year-old Alta Loma resident has been 
practicing medicine since graduating from the Universi- 
ty of California, Davis, in 1976. Her husband Rod, also a 
vet, specializes in internal medicine for dogs and cats, 
and works in an office in Rowland Heights 

Collins had difficulty finding a job when she first 
graduated, and worked with her husband for a while. 

“Finally the day came when I had to make a big 
decision,”’ she said. I decided to try it on my own.” 

She struggled to build a clientele, but now things 
couldn’t be going better, she said. Turning into the 
driveway of a roomy, tile-roofed home in north Alta 
Loma, she added that at least she couldn't be busier 

Grabbing a handful of instruments from the back of the 
van, she walked around the corner of the house. 

The back yard is dominated by a swimming pool, with 
the small paddock and box stall in back. A 3-year-old 
Arabian mare is tied to a hot walker. waiting for an in- 


surance exam. 


Collins greets the horse’s owner, and with a cheerful 
‘‘Hi, sweetheart’’ runs her hand down the mare’s neck. 
The examination is routine, needed to increase the in- 
surance premium now that the horse is of breeding age. 
The vet pulled the animal’s tail to the side and inserted a 
large thermometer. The horse tossed her head, but didn’t 


move. 


Next, Collins felt carefully around the rib cage, and 
studied the skin around the mare’s eyes, teeth and gums. 
Keeping a ramming commentary with the owner, she 
checked the temperature — normal — and put the over- 
sized stethoscope to her ears. 

“Everything sounds great,” said the vet, wiping her 


hands on her jeans. 


Asking for the insurance forms, she explained the 
problems that can arise with the usually routine inspec- 


tion. 


“T tend to be suspicious of a new client who asks me to 
do an insurance exam,” she said. “That usually means 
there’s something wrong, and the regular vet is ethical 


and won't sign it off.”’ 


Even though this is an animal she has dealt with 
before, Collins goes through the routine of checking

City Council gets help 
in developing 4 parks

The Chine City Council 
has apparently found some 
willing partners in its at- 
tempt to develop four park 
sites. 

Glenn Rojas, director of 
the Parks and Recreation 
Department, reported that 
he has been asked by rep- 
resentatives of the Chino 
National Little League and 
the American Youth Soccer 
Organization for permission 
to build ball fields at four lo- 
cations. 

The sites are at the inter- 
sections of Chino and Nor- 
ton Avenues which the city 
has just bought from the 
Chino Unified School Dis- 
trict; Adams Avenue and 
Philadelphia Street; Moun- 
tain and Chino avenues, and 
Walnut and Ramona ave 
nues 

A fifth park site, at Caris- 
sa and Walnut avenues is 
only five acres, too small 
for ball fields. The city offi- 
cial said that site will prob- 
ably be developed for quiet 
recreation such as picnick- 
ing with perhaps a tot lot. 

Rojas said if the youth or- 


ticipation with a lack of 
field space.

Chino passes law 
on shopping areas 


The Chino City Council 
has given approval to an or- 
dinance that seeks to pro- 
vide some control over 
future shopping centers 
along Central Avenue. 

The proposed ordinance 
is a tame version of a previ- 
ous proposal that would 
have given the council au- 
thority to determine shop- 
ping center locations and 
the types of businesses they 
could include to avoid dupli- 
cations. 

The initial proposal 
would have required devel- 
opers to obtain conditional 
use permits in developing 
commercial areas of five 
acres or more. 

Yielding to the objections 
of the Chino Valley Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the coun- 
cil had instructed City 
Attorney Jimmy Gutierrez 
to revise the proposed ordi- 
nance and eliminate the re- 
quirements for a special 
permit. 


The revised ordinance 
seeks to establish ‘‘certain 
development standards’’ to 
apply to all properties lo- 
cated along Central Ave- 
nue. The standards wili be 
used by the Planning Com- 
mission and will deal with 
reciprocal easements be- 
tween property owners, 
conversion of residential 
parcels into commercial 
ones, and the location of 
buildings on the sites. 

The proposal also pro- 
vides for an appeal to the 
City Council in the event of 
disputes. 

In approving the revised 
ordinance, council mem- 
bers referred it to the Plan- 
ning Commission for 
ratification. The commis- 
sion had initiated the spe- 
cial permit proposal. 

The council vote was 41 
with Councilman Fred 
Aguiar dissenting.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF UPLAND ADDING SECTION 
3301.13 TO THE UPLAND 
MUNICIPAL CODE

01. Parking Commercial 
Vehicles and Commercial Equip-

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to park or store any commercial 
motor vehicle, having an unladen 
weight of 6,000 pounds or more, or 
any commercial vehicle tractor 
and/or trailer, or commercial 
equipment, irrespective of weight, 
upon any public street or on public 
or private property in the City 
within any ‘‘Single-Family’’ or 
‘“Multiple-Family’’ Residential 
Zone; except; 

011 While loading or unloading 
goods and/or such vehicle and/or 
commercial equipment is parked 
until such work is completed, or 

012 When such vehicle and/or 
commercial equipment is parked in 
connection with, and in the aid of 
the performances of a service to or 
on a property in the block in which 
such vehicle and/or commercial 
equipment is parked until such ser- 
vice is completed, or 

013 The vehicle or commercial 
equipment is immobile due to acci- 
dent or mechanical breakdown, in 
such case said vehicle and/or com- 
mercial equipment may be parked 
for a period of time not to exceed 
twenty-four (24) hours.

021 That the vehicle and/or 
commercial equipment is immobile 
due to accident or mechanical 
breakdown: in such case said vehi-

cle and/or commercial equipment 
may be parked for a period of time 
not to” exceed twenty-four (24) 
hours, or 

022 That the nature of the par-

023 That the vehicle and/or 
commercial equipment is, owned or 
operated by the commercial use on 
the private property upon which it 
is to be parked. 

03 Parking of Commercial

SECTION 1. Section 9503.070.020 
is hereby added to the Upland 
Municipal Code to read as follows 

“SECTION 9503.070.020 LOT 
LINE ADJUSTMENTS. A lot line 
adjustment between two or more 
adjacent parcels may be permitted 
subject to the following provisions 

021 General Provisions. The 
Administrative Committee is 
hereby made the advisory agency of 
the City Council in matters per- 
taining to lot line adjustments, and 
hereby delegated the authority to 
approve, conditionally all 
proceedings and requirements for 
site plan reviews as set forth in 
Chapter 9104, Paet IV, Article IX of 
this Code or as may otherwise be 
provided herein 

0211 Appeals. All decisions of 
the Administrative Committee are 
final and shall become effective 
five (5) days after the date of any 
such decision, excepting upon filing 
of an appeal to the Planning Com- 
mission within said period in com- 
pliance with all procedures and re- 
quirements for appeals as set forth 
in Section 9104.080.030 of the Upland 
Municipal Code. 

.022 Required Findings. The Ad- 
ministrative Committee shall 
review and make findings and 
determinations on all applications 
for lot line adjustments submitted 
pursuant to all requirements for 
site plan review within twenty-one 
(21) days subsequent to the accep- 
tance of said application by the 
Planning Department for process- 
ing. Approval of any such adjust- 
ment shall only be granted when all 
of the following required findings 
exist: 

0221 The land taken from one 
parcel is added to an adjacent 
parcel and a greater or lesser 
number of parcels than originally 
existed are not created. 

.0222 All parcels involved in the 
lot line adjustment must be 
recognized ‘‘units of land’’ as defin- 
ed by Section 9501.010.010 of the 
Upland Municipal Code. 

.0223 All right-of-way across the 
affected lot(s), as required by the 
Master Plan of Streets & Highways, 
has been dedicated and improved in 
compliance with the Upland 
Municipal Code. 

.0224 After the lot line adjust- 
ment, none of the parcels involved 
will be substandard in either fron- 
tage, width or area, (unless granted 
a variance by the Planning Com- 
mission or minor adjustment by the 
Administrative Committee). 

023 Conditions for Approval. 
The Administrative Coiamittee, in 
approving any lot line adjustment, 
may require such improvements as 
set forth in Section 9504.040 of Part 
V of said Article as a condition 
precedent to final approval of any 
such lot line adjustment. 

024 Certification and Recorda- 
tion of sot Line Adjustments The
